NEW’ ORLEANS (BP) — New. Or- 


leans Baptist Theological Seminary — 


Professor Robert R. Soileau, after 
11% years on the faculty, has resign- 
ed. his position under protest. 

His resignation was announced. of- 
fically, nearly two months after the 
resignation was submitted, in a joint 
statement released in late January by 
H. Leo Eddleman, president of the 
seminary, and A. Morgan Brian Jr.,. 
president of the boa J of trustees, 
both of New Orleans. 

Eddieman and Brian said that the 
major complaints ‘wiven by professor - 
Soileau (prenounced ‘“‘swallow”) in-

(Report on Church Financial Statistics 
and ‘Related’ Data) published ‘for the 
National Council's Section on Steward- 
ship and Benevolence, under direction 
of Dr. Nordan C.- Murphy. 

Comparison of the new figures with 
those of previous years is virtually 
impossible, Dr. Murphy said, because 
the number of church bodies reporting 
in the currept. survey ~ far surpass

Another factor in his resignation, 
said Soileau in his written statement 
to Baptist Press, was a conflict with - 
another faculty member ‘‘who has 
been promoted, ‘pushed and reward- 
ed for his attacks on professors, in- 
dividuals, institutions, and agencies 
of the entire convention. 

Brian, in an interview, said that if 
Soileau had a complaint, he should 
have come to the board of trustees 
and requested a hearing, instead of 
making oblique approaches, initiating 
a letter - writing campaign, -and 
sending ‘out his own news release. 

Brian denied that the board or the’ 
administration had taken any kind of 
pressure, economic or other- 
wise, against Soileau or anyone else. 
“In fact, the. Executive -Committee 
voted to give him~pay three months 
beyond -tris Jan. 13 termination date,”’ 
Brian said: 

He added ‘that there’ eee 
desire on the part of Tit 
the- administration to be strongly con- 
servative theologically,’ and ‘‘we are 
dedicated to that position.” 

Eddieman added that the board. is 
only composed of members elected by 
the Southern Baptist -Convention on 
the recommendation of the committee 
on boards, and this conservatism is a 
reflection of the makeup of the SBC. 

Eddieman added that he did not 
feel that the views of Soileau, who com 
prised only one forty-fourth of the fa- 
culty, should carry much weight with 
the. entire SBC. 

Although Eddleman said he felt 
Soileau was “‘anti-denomination”, the 
resigning professor said that his res- 
ignation was not from the .denomina- 
tion and its program. “My roots in: 
Baptist soil are too deep to be 
destroyed by outside divisive reaction- 
aries,’ said Soileau. 

“Silence, under the present con- 
ditions, would signal consent,” he 
concluded. ‘‘The very thought of con-

The Shepherd provides His own’ with all their needs. No

nourishing fields, He leads His flock there to observe them 
take their fill until they can eat no more.

After 3 major 
operations, medical science was 
able to give him only partial sight. 
He is not one who seeks or desires 
the pity of other students. He feels 
that everybody has a handicap of one 
kind ‘or.another which he must rise 
above in order to realize his full po- 
tential. ~~~. se 

Ken began his education at the Mis- 
sissippi School for the Blind, a state- 
supported institution in Jackson, at 
the age of 8. 

Another important step in his life 
was his call into the gospel ministry 
at the age of 16. “I felt my handicap 
would be a stumbling block to my. ef- 
- ficiency in the ministry. This was the 
excuse I gave to God.’’ Ken’s ability 
to laugh at himself has carried him 
a long way. He recalls one humorous 
event in which he was playing goofy 
golf. “I will never forget that game. 
1 was about to,maké my play on the 
number 9 hole. I putted the ball and 
got a hole in one. . .but on the num- 
ber ten green.”
